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THE RECONSTRUCTION COMMITTEE’S 
INTERIM REPORTS 


The two interim reports on the establishment of a 
National Planning Authority and on wartime housing 
which are published in this JOURNAL are the first fruits 
of the Reconstruction Committee. Many members will 
have had the chance already of reading the reports in the 
technical Press and of noticing the considerable response 
which they excited in the lay Press where, obviously, the 
idea of a National Planning Authority and of planned 


provision of wartime housing are considered matters of 


immediate relevance and popular interest. 

The reports are interim reports only : this means that 
the Reconstruction Committee and those of its subordinate 
groups concerned have not finished once and for all with 
these important subjects. In the Planning and Amenities 
Report the greater part of the space is taken by an im- 
pressive outline of the immense tasks of study, analysis 
and research which must be undertaken preparatory to 
the definition of a national plan. 

If a national planning authority is to control the location 
of industry, experts must decide how this can be done and 
when and where. “‘ There is urgent need,” the report 
says, “‘for research into the natural resources of the 
country.”’ Surveys are wanted of the possibilities of new 
services of district heating, salvage, refuse disposal and 
cleansing of atmosphere ; national parks must be pro- 
vided ; amenity standards defined . . . point after point 
in the programme of a national authority is subject for 
investigation before ever any precise policy can be stated. 

The first task of all in front of the Ministries concerned 
with these matters and voluntary bodies such as the 
R.I.B.A. is to come to clear ideas of how research can be 
organised. The Government has recognised the principle 
of national planning. The R.I.B.A., and many other 
bodies besides, demands a National Planning Authority 
and we know that Lord Reith wants one. The R.I.B.A. 
Reconstruction Committee says this and this and _ this 
must be done as preparation for a national plan. Thus, 
unavoidably we are faced first with the organisation 


of the preparatory work without which the national 
plan cannot exist or the planning authority come 
effectively into being. 


Research is a tough job. When the R.I.B.A. Recon- 
struction Committee says, as it says repeatedly, that 
*‘ investigation is needed,”’ “this is a subject for further 
study,” etc., etc., it is not meant that anything less than 
the most thorough, exact and expert research will suffice 
if national planning is to have a secure foundation and 
if it is to be alive, subject to planned adjustment at every 
stage and integrated with the moving consciousness of 
the people. 

Although we can state convincingly the need for this 
or that study, the R.I.B.A. is not constituted to execute 
them ; but if the need is fully recognised by architects 
the Institute.can exert great influence in bringing such 
studies to pass. In some fields admirably constituted 
Government research stations and departments already 
exist. There are other bodies organised for research in 
universities and under the authority of other independent 
institutions, and there are the potentially vast research 
resources of industry ; but no one would dare to claim 
that these resources are fully used or co-ordinated 

Maybe the most important results of the R.I.B.A. 
reports will arise from their restatement of the need for 
further studies. A national planning authority cannot 
exist without organised technical and scientific research 
service and not a word of national policy can be stated 
effectively unless there is a firm background of knowledge. 

How this is to be achieved is the first question. 


RESERVATION OF ARCHITECTURAL 
ASSISTANTS 
The Ministry of Labour and National Service have 
announced that it has been decided to insert a new entry 
in the Schedule of Reserved Occupations providing for 
the reservation at the age of 35 of architectural assistants 
with five years’ experience as such. The position of 
students of architecture is still under consideration. 
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FEES FOR THE ASSESSMENT AND 
AGREEMENT OF WAR DAMAGE CLAIMS 


At the request of the War Executive Committee of the Council, 
the officers of the Practice Committee have given further con- 
sideration to the question of fees for services in connection with 
war damage to buildings. 

The following recommendations are submitted for the guidance 
of members : 


Assessment and Agreement of War Damage Claims 


a) It is recommended that in ** market value ”’ claims, 1.e., 
where the property is demolished or damaged beyond repair, 
the fees should be based on Clause 12 of the R.I.B.A. Scale of 
Charges, i.e., 

one guinea per cent. on the first £1,000 ; 
cent. on the next £9,000 ; 
on the balance.

b) It is recommended that in claims where the property is 
capable of being repaired, the fees should be based on quantum 
meruit in accordance with the advice previously giyen by the 
War Executive Committee in the JouRNAL of October 1940. 

-ayment of the above fees is not recoverable by the building 
owner under the War Damage Act. 

Reinstatement of Repairs 

The R.I.B.A. and the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution have 
been for some time, and still are, in negotiation with the War 
Damage Commission regarding the fees for this work and it is 
hoped that final agreement will be reached in the near future 
when immediate steps will be taken to bring the agreed scale 
to the notice of members. 


NOTES ON APPLICATION 
RELEASE FROM 
ARCHITECTS 


FOR DEFERMENT 
MILITARY SERVICE OF 
AND ARCHITECTURAL 


ASSISTANTS

The following notes have now been supplied by the Ministry 
of Works and Buildings giving complete particulars of the 
procedure to be followed in making application for deferment 
of military service or release from the Armed Forces in the case 
of architects or architectural 
national importance : 


assistants engaged on work of 
(1) A firm wishing to apply for the deferment or release of an 
architect or architectural assistant in its employment 
should first attempt to find a substitute from the Central 
Register. 

If this fails, the firm should make an application in dupli- 
cate (a) for deferment on form N.S.100, to be got from the 
local office of the Ministry of Labour; or (4) for release 
on form N.S.183, to be obtained from the Ministry of 
Works and Buildings. These forms should be filled in 
by the firm and sent to the professional institute or associa- 
tion of which the firm or its head is a member. 


i) 


The institute or association on receiving a form of defer- 
ment sends to the Ministry of Works and Buildings the full 
name of the man for whom the application is made, his 
occupation, the number of his registration certificate, the 
date of his birth, the address of the Ministry of Labour 
office on the address side of his registration certificate. 
The Ministry of Works and Buildings will then see that 
the man is not immediately called up before his case can be 
considered. 


The institute or association then considers the merits of 
the application and passes the duplicate forms on to the 


=_ 
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Ministry of Works and Buildings, saying whethe the 
application is really justified or not and what per of 
deferment or release is recommended (for a releas an 
even stricter standard of judging is required). 

5) The Ministry of Works and Buildings then takes the 
matter up. 


NOTES 

a) Ifa man is liable to be called up but has not received an ist- 
ment notice, the proper procedure is to apply for deferiment. 
If a man has received an enlistment notice, whether or 1 he 
has been called up, application for release is necessary. 

b) A firm wishing to retain the services of a man liable to be «culled 
up should apply for his deferment without delay ; some firms 
have left it to the last moment. 

c) Applications for extension of deferment or release shoul! be 
dealt with as in the case of first applications and should reach 
the Ministry of Works and Buildings not less than three weeks 
before the current period of deferment or release is due to expire. 


The Ministry of Works and Buildings have drawn attention 
to a further point in the procedure which is necessary when 
applications for deferment of military service or release from 
the Armed Forces are made in respect of architectural assistants. 
Before making such application the architects or firms concerned 
should apply to the Central Register Department of the Ministry 
of Labour and National Service for a suitable substitute. Should 
they be unable to obtain a suitable substitute, they should note 
down in section 3 of Form N.S.100 that they have applied to 
the Central Register without avail. Form N.S.100 should then 
be sent on to the professional institution of which the employer 
is a member. 


SECTION 7 OF THE WAR DAMAGE ACT 
PROVISIONS FOR THE CONTROL OF AMENITY 
The Secretary of the War Damage Commission has written 

to the R.I.B.A. asking for publicity to be given to a memorandum* 
issued by the Commission on the application of Section 7 of the 
Act relating to the safeguarding of the public interest with regard 
to town and country planning and the preservation of amenities. 
The Commission is empowered to oblige any persons proposing 
to execute work of more than a specific sum to submit their 
proposals. The memorandum specifies the value of works 
which shall be thus submitted as £1,000 or ten times the net 
annual value of the hereditament, whichever is the less. 

The areas within which this regulation shall apply can be 
defined and additional notices issued by the Commissioners cite 
the following areas : the County of London, the City of London, 
the County Boroughs of Birkenhead, Birmingham, Bootle, Bristol, 
Coventry, Hull, Liverpool, Plymouth, Salford, Sheffield, 
Southampton, Swansea, Wallasey and the Borough of Gosport. 

Section 7 of the Act provides for the making of a value pay- 
ment where it is preferable not to encourage the repair of a 
particular building. ‘The Commission also have powers to control 
the manner of the money’s use in the construction of alternative 
premises. 

OBITUARY 

We regret to record the death on Tuesday, 26 August, at the 
age of 86, of Sir William Alfred Gelder, F.S.I. [F.], of Hull. 
Sir Alfred has been described as “‘ the maker of modern Hull ” : 
he was a member of the local Council for 45 years, former Liberal 
M.P. and Mayor on five occasions. Sir Alfred was in partnership 
with Mr. Llewellyn Kitchen [F-.]. 


We also regret to record the death on 3 September, at the 


age of 73, of Professor A. C. Dickie [F.], one time Professor of 


Architecture at Manchester University.

INTERIM REPORT OF THE R.I.B.A. 


PLANNING AND AMENITIES GROUP 


1. Present Planning Authorities 

Under the Town and Country Planning Act, 1932, the 
statulory planning authorities are the local councils, borough, 
urban or rural. Many of these have voluntarily grouped them- 
selves for planning purposes into regional areas of limited extent. 
In some instances they have delegated their powers to a county 
authority, but unless powers are so delegated the county council, 
outside London, is not a statutory planning authority. In the 
County of London, however, the L.C.C. and the City of London 
Corporation are the planning authorities for their respective areas. 

Under the Restriction of Ribbon Development Act, 1935, 
highway authorities are given control over any development 
within 220 feet of the centre of all classified roads and over any 
access to such roads. Certain other roads, in respect of which 
an order has been made, are also controlled. Again under the 
Trunk Roads Act, 1936, the Ministry of Transport exercises 
similar powers over defined trunk roads. 

There is, therefore, divided jurisdiction for various planning 
purposes, and this has led to great confusion in the past. The 
various authorities concerned have tended to act from purely 
departmental motives and thus to be at cross-purposes on the site. 
2. Present Exemptions from Planning 

All Government departments are at present exempt from 
planning control, and many statutory undertakings, such as 
railways, docks, electricity undertakings and gas companies, are 
also exempt to a large extent. Such exemptions are bound to 
upset any attempt at balanced planning. 


3. A Constructive Plan Necessary on a National Basis 

The Government has accepted in principle the necessity for a 
national plan to cover the whole country with regional divisions, 
and it is clear that any plan for post-war operation must be 
mainly constructive in character, rather than restrictive. It 
must include all forms of activity and not be limited by local 
administrative boundaries and, in its main lines, it must be ready 
for operation as soon as possible, and in any case immediately 
the end of hostilities is in sight. 


4. Essential Machinery for a National Plan 


A. There must be one national authority responsible for all 
planning matters, which shall include the following :— 

i. Ordnance survey, at present under the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture. The urgent need for maps kept constantly up to 
date cannot be over-emphasised. The possibility of a new 
scale of about 3 ins. to the mile should be considered for 
the purpose of a national plan. If fully contoured it would 
greatly assist the consideration of all proposals. 

Present planning department of the Ministry of Health 
whose officers are in constant touch with local planning 
authorities. 
(It is not considered desirable to include the detailed work 
of housing.) 
iii. Trunk roads and new roads, at present dealt with by the 
Ministry of Transport. 
Railways, ports, canals and public utilities. 
iv. Essential agricultural reservations, national and regional 
open spaces, approval and reservation of aerodrome sites. 
B. There must be regional offices of the authority (not necessarily 
those adopted for the purposes of Civil Defence) to deal promptly 
with all the above matters on lines laid down by the central 
authority. 
C. There must be regional grouping of local authorities who 
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RECONSTRUCTION COMMITTEE, 
will decide as to suitable local planning areas and any necessary 


financial adjustments. 


THE SCOPE OF A NATIONAL PLAN 

The experts responsible for the preparation of a national plan 
will be concerned, among other matters, with the 
1. Decentralisation of Industry 

The recent report of the Royal Commission on the Distribution 
of Industrial Population makes drastic recommendations, all of 
which require to be carefully considered as part of the future 
national policy. The location of industry has a vital bearing on 
the whole question of planning. 

Consideration will have to be given to the future utilisation of 
wartime buildings and development in this connection. 
2. Reducing Vulnerability 

The Civil Defence Act, 1939, gives planning 
authorities to make requirements with a view to rendering an 
area less vulnerable to air attack. Such powers may well be 
used to assist in securing lower densities of developmenit and open 


following : 


powers to 


belts between industrial and other areas, and even between 
parts of a town. 
3. Control of Design 

Insufficient use appears to have been made of the present 


powers contained in sec. 12 of the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1932, to control the “size, height, design and external 
appearance of buildings.” Insistence on the employment of a 
suitable architect in every case is the obvious remedy 
4. No Exemptions 

It may well be questioned whether agricultural buildings are 
rightly exempted from the above section. In any case it is 
clear that in a national plan there should be no exemptions for 
Government departments or statutory undertakings and that all 
works and buildings shall be controlled by the national plan. 

The nation should lead the way in good citizenship. 
5. Taking Stock of National Assets 

There is urgent need for research into the natural resources 
of the country. The fullest utilisation of existing assets involves, 
among other things, an independent overhaul of all statutory 
undertakings and public utilities, such as railways, canals, docks, 
barrages, water power, water supply, drainage, electricity, power 
and gas supply, and constructive proposals affecting these. 
6. New Possibilities 

From the data made available by such a survey the possibilities 
of new services which might be developed should be considered. 

Possibilities which immediately occur for investigation are :— 

i. Hot water and heat distribution on an area basis. 

ii. The saving of waste and salvage of useful material. 

iii. The utilisation of spoil heaps. 

iv. Disposal of refuse matter on a mechanical basis. 

v. The avoidance of atmospheric pollution. 
7. Land Reservations 

Essential agricultural land must be reserved, and*there must 
also be forestry reservations and preservation and planting of 
trees and woodlands, national parks, open spaces, camping sites. 
Coastal reservations and recreation facilities must also be con- 
sidered in the national plan. 
8. Essentials for Living Whether in Town or Country 

‘** A city is a place where people live together a common 
life for a noble purpose.’’—ArIsTOTLE. 

Health and contentment for its people should be the main 
aim of every community. To achieve this we need certain 
standards of open space, hygiene, transport and convenience,

general welfare and recreation for body and mind, and appro- 
priate standards will have to be decided. 

The Urban Problem resolves itself into :— 

i. The reconstruction of existing towns. 

ii. The extension of existing towns. 

iii. The re-siting of existing towns. 

iv. The provision of suitable new towns. 
All of which must form part of the national plan and will have 
to be carefully investigated. 

The Rural Problem resolves itself into :— 

i. The provision of healthy villages and 

ii. Reasonable facilities for community life. 


9. Contributing and 
Communities 

Attempts to limit the size of towns have been made at many 
periods of history. For instance, Queen Elizabeth forbade 
building within three miles of London or Westminster, and the 
Commonwealth Parliament, in 1656, increased this to 10 miles, 
except on old foundations. In Australia and New Zealand, the 
new towns of a hundred years ago were often surrounded with a 
belt of park lands. None of these efforts can be regarded as 
achieving the results desired. It may be that the only satis- 
factory answer to such failures is that the whole of the land should 
be in one ownership, but even apart from this possibility, much 
can be achieved by a definite national plan. 

There must be a definite reason for every new town. In most 
cases it will be better to select an existing centre, however small, 
which has a tradition and life of its own. A dormitory town is 
an anomaly. 

Constructive guidance, rather than restrictive control, should 
be the object of planning. The only way to stop industries, and 
consequently population, from settling in one place is to make it 
more profitable for them to settle in another. 

10. Rates and Rating 

The present unequal incidence of rating is one which tells 
very heavily against certain communities. The de-rating of 
agriculture and the partial de-rating of industry, with corre-

11. Local Improvement Fund—Developers’ Contrib ition 

Too often in the past when rapid development has com: in a 
particular district, it has meant a large increase in expen liture 
by the local authority in the provision of necessary open «paces 
and essential road widenings and public services. It is possible 
that every developer should be required as a_ condition o 
approval, to set aside, say, one-fifth or some other proportion 
of his land or its value at the option of the authority, towar:s the 
open spaces and improvement of the district. A develover of 
100 acres would thus provide 20 acres of open space, or its value, 
and even an individual house on a £100 plot would contribute 
£20 towards the improvement of the district. Open spaces and 
widenings would thus be automatically provided as and when 
they were needed. 
12. Private and Public Roads 

The scales are at present heavily weighted in favour of building 
on existing road frontages and this is reflected in the price of 
such as building land, as compared with back land the develop- 
ment of which will necessitate the construction of an expensive 
** private street.” Standards of road making and comparative 
costs, and other road questions should be investigated with a 
view to a recommendation under this head. 


13. Public Ownership of Land 

Much has been written as to the possibility of the nationalisa- 
tion of land, in whole or in part. Attention should be drawn toa 
report prepared by a special Committee of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects on Compensation and Betterment, which 
indicates a possible method of dealing with a very diflicult 
question, which will at the same time be fair to owners and 
retain the essential of private initiative. 


14. Legislation 
Changes in legislation will become necessary as the results of 
investigation become apparent. 


HOUSING 


INTERIM REPORT OF THE R.I.B.A. RECONSTRUCTION COMMITTEE, HOUSING GROUP 


1. Present Position 

Wartime housing, which includes family houses, flats, 
hostels, camps, etc., has been built, and is now being 
built or projected, by a variety of bodies, ministries, councils 
and private firms connected with the war effort. All new work 
has to be approved by and civil buildings over £100 in value 
licensed by the Ministry of Works and Buildings. In spite of 
this it appears that each ministry is responsible for the plans of 
buildings it sponsors, and there is a variety of standards both as 
to type plans, construction and measures for air-raid precautions, 
as may be seen from the schedule on the following page :— 

Such variety seems to us to require a greater degree of co- 
ordination. 
2. Housing Needs at Present 

The major housing needs being catered for by new buildings 
are :— 

(a) Factory workers in Government and civil factories. 

(b) Agricultural workers. 

(c) Homeless in bombed towns. 

(d) Services. 
The location and extent of this is guided by— 

(a) Nearness to work, subject to passive air defence (e.g. 

housing). 

(b) Wartime operational needs (e.g. camps). 

(c) Transport facilities. 

(d) Labour.

3. Need for Economy in Labour and Materials and 
Speed in Erection 

There is a shortage of building materials. Some of these, 
like timber and steel, are of general use in the war effort ; others, 
like brick and cement and asbestos cement, are used only for 
building. Some, like brick, use mainly site labour, while others, 
like asbestos and pre-cast concrete, use labour away from the site. 

All building labour is short and rationed, but is particularl) 
short in skilled and mechanical tradesmen, who are needed for 
other war purposes. 

So important is this labour shortage that it must dictate the 
vital economy of all building carried out, and no processes in 
any way wasteful of labour should be proceeded with if they can 
be replaced. 

Lack of petrol and transport affects the programme at every 
point. 


4. Post-war Value 
Most of this housing is built in connection with work which 
may not have a post-war use, and camps are often in situations 
in which it will not be possible to site industry in the future. 
Yet, in spite of the seeming temporary nature of this housing, 
much of it will have a long life for the following reasons :— 
(a) We do not know how long the war will last. 


(b) The present acute housing shortage will increase and not diminish.

We recommend that the fully equipped family house of peace- 
time standards be abandoned during wartime and a type of 
dwelling providing minimum living and sleeping accommodation 
and protection be substituted, the building being so designed as 
to be convertible to peacetime housing standards. 

It is assumed that provision for feeding, heating, washing and 
relaxation should be communal not only to economise in labour 


and materials but to meet the effects of women’s entry into 
factory work. 
Construction 

There are two main types: permanent and temporary. At 


the moment it appears that the decision to use one or other of 
these is governed by purely immediate considerations and we 
suggest that it may well be that many schemes now coming 
under. the temporary category might be considered as having a 
longer term of use. 

As regards the construction of the purely temporary building, 
we recognise that these are the best available at the moment 
and have no comments of value to make on the lightweight 
sectional structures now being used. 

With regard to the more permanent types, we recommend 
two and three storeyed structures of permanent materials, i.e. 
brick and concrete, economy in erection being obtained by 
greater standardisation. We have made some examination of 
this subject and attach drawings showing how standard hostel 
plans can be adapted to higher standard individual family needs 
in the future. 

Passive Air Defence 

With regard to P.A.D. for permanent structures, we suggest 
that protection be afforded by the building or parts of it, and 
that the degree of protection afforded will vary with the location 
of the housing. Ideally, the normal wartime sleeping quarters 
should be protected. 

9. Layout 

Our recommendations are as follows : 

1) All schemes should be planned only after careful surveys 
and levels have been taken, since it is the unforeseen con- 
tingencies of site work that account for so great a proportion 
of the extras and delays. This need, already underlined 
by several Government committees of enquiry, is greater 
where it is proposed to rely upon the economy of long runs 
of communal services. 

2») Economy of service pipes, sewers, etc., should be secured 
by careful use of contouring. 

(3) Housing should be in terrace form built off major roads 
with space between blocks and path access only. This 
will lead to economy in road work, services and building. 

10. Construction 

1. A high degree of standardisation should be employed 
throughout, especially in the expensive and concentrated parts of 
building, such as staircases, plumbing, etc. 

2. That as far as possible the various trades should be organised 
so that they do not wait upon each other. For example: It 
would be better in certain cases to construct the cross walls and 
the floors they carry in reinforced concrete rather than in brick 
in order to carry through in one operation, enabling the non- 
weight-bearing walls to be constructed separately and in their 
own time. 

3. For groups of buildings, bays should be standard in order 
to economise in building material and methods of fabrication 
and erection.

TO SUM UP 
We recommend in new wartime housing :— 
(1) The greater co-ordination among the planning 
authorities responsible for wartime housing can- 
not be too strongly stressed. 


That the single family peacetime standard house 
should be abandoned in favour of hostel dwellings 
providing minimum living and sleeping accom- 
modation with communal facilities for feeding, 
heating, washing and relaxation. 


That the choice between permanent and temporary 
building types be governed by long-term as well 
as by immediate consideration. 


That of the permanent types two and three 
storeyed structures should be built with the 
maximum amount of standardisation. This 
accommodation should be designed so as to be 
converted later into peacetime housing standards. 
That the important economies 
should not be overlooked.

some Notes on Icelandic Architecture 


[\.o members of the R.I.B.A., Capt. Donald A. Goldfinch [4.] 
Cpl. Frederic R. Stevenson, both stationed in Iceland 
with the British troops, were given the opportunity of designing 
‘Is, Capt. Goldfinch for the Y.M.C.A. and L/Cpl. Stevenson 
for !oc H. The photographs and drawings show how their 
were solved. ‘Our two chapels,” writes L/Cpl. 
nson, “* went up almost simultaneously and there was a lot 
of friendly rivalry between us, especially at the beginning, but by 
the end we had fallen into what was practically collaboration, 
especially about buying provisional sum items.”

Capt. Goldfinch’s job for the Y.M.C.A. was under military 
management, ‘* as becomes that body whose members are in 
uniform,”” while L/Cpl. Stevenson’s “* for the almost anti-militarist 
civilian clad Toc H” was done by an Icelandic firm of con- 
tractors. 


In a letter L/Cpl. Stevenson sends some interesting notes 
on Icelandic architecture ard building : 


Local architectural practice up here is not quite up to the high 
standard we knew in the other Scandinavian countries before the 
war, because Iceland has been both poor and isolated, but for all 
that most modern Icelandic buildings show a definite blood- 
relationship with those of Sweden, Norway and Denmark ; 
especially with the latter, for though Iceland has just delightedly 
cut its official connection with Denmark to become a sovereign 
state of its own, Denmark was the model for most of the solid 
objects of civilisation produced here. 


There is no brick in the country, and the volcanic stone is a very 
difficult building material now used only for a tour de force. Rein- 
forced concrete is now universal practice, even for such things as 
garden walls, and as might be expected, Icelandic workmen are 
very expert at handling it, and seem to have a good rudimentary 
knowledge of the disposition of reinforcement. 


In the realm of town planning, though not much is as yet visible, 
people are very conscious of what is good planning and what isn’t, 
and almost every little community has its master plan ready for the 
day when it develops into a large one. Icelanders are great dreamers 
and we have much to learn from them in that direction. 


Just now many of the towns are working away at the idea of 
harnessing the country’s natural hot water supply to provide 
central heating on a communal scale. This has been done privately 
all over the country for a long time ; when you build a cottage or a 
form or any sort of habitation you bore for hot water just as we do 
for cold ; but the idea of organising a supply for a whole town is 
quite new. The Capital, Reykjavik, has its scheme well in hand, 
and most of the streets now have their ambitious-looking concrete 
conduits duly laid under the pavements. From these, leads will be 
taken into each house, the water circulating by pressure from a 
municipal pump-house. The whole thing is a magnificent conception 
and of its kind, I believe, unique.

THE Y.M.C.A. 


‘The Chapel is at one end of a new temporary reading-room building 
in Y.M.C.A. H.Q. The building is made up of standard units each 
covered with a transverse run of segmental corrugated iron roofing. To 
gain space without sacrificing form, the chapel was made slightly wider 
than one of these units, the discrepancy being disposed of in the reading- 
room (8o ft. long) by juggling with the windows. 
the joints being 
Tentest ” 


The walls and ceiling are lined with ‘‘ Tentest,”’ 
covered with narrow wood strips. The altar is built out with “ 
fixed to a rough wood frame and is topped with plywood. 

Heating is by a’ single electric panel placed along the “ north ”’ wall 
below the windows. 

Lighting is arranged at two points in the ceiling and in the recess at 
the back of the altar where there is a strip light shining upwards from 
below the top of the altar to illuminate the cross. The cross is of dark 
polished hardwood and is held two inches clear of the back of the recess 
by two distance-pieces. 

The altar frontal and the kneeling cushions are of blue velvet—the 
only possible material in the whole country!—and the concrete floor is 
close-covered with coconut matting. The walls and ceiling and the 
stools (standard canteen issue) are painted fawn, and the doors are 
finished with pine plywood, lightly polished. The flower vases are 
blue-grey local stoneware.

COUNCIL’S FUNCTIONS 

The following statement on the functions of the Council has 
been issued : 

The Minister of Works has heavy responsibilities and wide 
powers under different regulations dealing with the building and 
civil engineering industries and building operations generally. 
In the execution of the Government war-building programme 
he has to secure the highest degree of efficiency and output under 
the difficult and changing conditions of wartime, and has accord- 
ingly taken action involving the control and direction of the 
various sections of the two industries. 

The Minister feels it desirable to have an independent and 
experienced council to advise him on matters concerning the 
industries and their part in the national war effort ; so that he 
may be in close touch with them and have their good will and 
co-operation ; and the industries may be aware of Government’s 
motives and objectives. He has accordingly established a Central 
Council for Works and Building, the members being chosen 
primarily for their experience and practical knowledge. 

Existing associations and organised interests will have access 
to the Minister as hitherto ; and there will be no interference 
with the arrangements for fixing wages and conditions and for 
settling disputes. The Minister will, however, look to the Central 
Council for advice on all matters affecting the building and civil 
engineering industries. He will, as far as possible, consult the 
Council on all proposals affecting the two industries and involving 
principle or policy before taking action. 

The Council will have the right of initiative and may make 
representations on any matters affecting the two industries. The 
Council will have access to all possible information relevant to 


their work. Matters within their competence include: (a 
mobilisation of resources to secure maximum output and 
efficiency ; (6) measures to secure maximum concentration of 
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resources on vital work and to restrict non-essential work 
priority questions and the consideration of building progratimes 
and their relationship to available resources of labour and 
materials ; and the progress of all important jobs ; (d) term: and 
conditions of employment affecting present output and efficiciicy ; 
e) welfare arrangements, general and particular ; (/) allocation 
of work among contractors and builders with regard to capacity, 
location, size, and type ; (g) form of contract to suit war condi- 
tions and to secure utmost incentive to efficiency and economy ; 
h) control and use of construction plant and of transport equip- 
ment ; (7) production and distribution of materials, their design, 
standardisation, and use as affecting efficiency ; (j) education 
and training, and problems bearing on post-war reconstruction ; 
and (k) problems of man-power arising from competing demands 
for labour. 


LORD REITH’S STATEMENT 
In making public the composition of the Council, Lord Reith 
Minister of Works) said : ** The building industry and the civil 

engineering (or public works contracting) industry are complex 
and loosely knit. As a whole, organisation is lacking. There 
are two main organisations of employers, the Building Trades 
and Civil Engineering Contractors’ Federations (the former with 
many regional associations). There are about 600 firms in the 
latter and about 8,000 in the former. There appear to be up to 
another 50,000 builders outside, mainly the smaller. Many 
unions are affected, but all are represented by the National 
Federation of Building Trades Operatives. There are many 
professional, technical and scientific institutions representing 
architects, engineers, surveyors, quantity surveyors, and others. 
There are many other interests affected—manufacturers of raw 
materials and finished articles—bricks, sand, cement and gravel, 
equipment, builders’ merchants, steel and reinforced concrete 
firms, plant manufacturers and plant hirers, paint firms, structural, 
mechanical and electrical engineers. 

‘** There is no central organisation representative of all these 
varied interests as a whole ; or of builders, contractors, and the 
operatives ; and something is needed. I am now discussing 
with the Building Industries’ National Council the expansion 
of its field to bring in other interests not yet represented. | 
hope these efforts will be successful and will enable that Council 
to carry on with greater effect its valuable work of the last ten 
years. 

** Meantime, despite a reduction in numbers from about 
1,400,000 to 750,000 operatives, a great and urgent building 
programme is in hand. The building industry is the foundation 
of warfare. The Minister of Works—charged with the general 
direction and control of the building and contracting industries— 
must have a council to help in the administration of the various 
powers and responsibilities. The executive machinery created 
in the Ministry covers a wide field ; the Council likewise. The 
Essential Work Order, payment by results, registration of builders, 
of plant hirers, and probably of builders’ merchants, powers of 
direction to contracting and building firms, allocation of work 
distribution of labour, emergency repair powers, grouping and, 
co-ordinating of smaller builders, obtaining of returns of labour 
and work, control of building materials. 

** With the transfer of labour to the Army and munitions, 
and with the difficulties of wartime building, there is more need 
than ever for rationalisation and efficiency. It is not possible 
to leave the industry to normal procedure of supply and demand, 
normal means of transport, normal supplies of labour, etc. 
Government is increasingly bound to direct and control: it }s 
essential both for war and for what will follow after. 

‘** Membership of the Council is confined to those interests 
most directly and immediately concerned—employers and 
operatives, with a few professional and independent members. 
It will have the help of higher officers of the Ministry. 

**'The members were chosen by the Minister ; they are not 
delegates of sectional interests.”

OVIET EXPERIENCE AND RECONSTRUCTION 
To Editor, JouRNAL R.I.B.A. 

Sir,—In Britain now, in every department of life, there is 
discussion of planning for production and reconstruction, the 
organisation of industry and the use of labour and technical 
resources. The planning, organisation and efficient use of our 
resources is the battle of the home front, and to show that we can 
do these things well now is the most convincing evidence we can 
give of our capacity to build a worth-while world after the war. 
The urgency of our needs compels us to use all the experience 
and help within our reach and to use them intelligently and 
wholeheartedly. 

[he signatories of this letter are British architects and planners 
and others in related fields of science and administration who 
belicve that there is no problem of architecture, town and 
country planning, and the organisation of the building industry 
in the solving of which immediate and immense help could not 
be gained from Soviet experience and resources. The _ infor- 
mation which already exists in Soviet architectural and planning 
literature must be translated and assimilated by all the groups, 
individuals and State departments concerned with these problems 
and, without delay, there must be complete and effective scientific 
collaboration with our colleagues in the U.S.S.R. In our opinion 
this can best be achieved through the interchange of Soviet and 
British experts in these fruitful fields of common endeavour.

EDUCATION REPORT* 
School of Architecture, 
Manchester

To the Editor, JouRNAL R.I.B.A. 

Sir,—The magnificent report of the Education Committee of 
the Architectural Science Group of the R.I.B.A. Research Board, 
on the ‘* Place of Science in Architectural Education,” is so 
bound up with the subject of the proposed second report that 
the affinity between the subjects of these reports makes speculation 
inevitable. 

While the objective of the first report is to ‘* ensure 
that architectural students will be equipped with an adequate 
knowledge and appreciation of science in relation, more par- 
ticularly, to the technical problems of building,’ the second 
report is to deal with construction on a scientific basis. 

It appears, from an analysis of the first report, that by con- 
struction is implied the application of the knowledge that the 
student gains—from a study of the subjects of the first report— 
\o building practice. 

Nuttall’s Dictionary gives the word “science” to mean 
“knowledge reduced to a system.” While a student’s structural 
sense and feeling for material must be developed along organised 
lines, and perhaps through actual building practice, and while he

must acquire the necessary mathematical and scientific back- 
ground, his construction must always be a matter of his own 
design. 

One of the difficulties with which schools of architecture, and 
particularly the “* unrecognised ”’ schools, have to contend is an 
examination system and its implications which tend to impose a 
condition of completed training at the end of the five-year course. 

When it is recognised that the student, on qualifying, is not a 
finished product, it will then be possible to develop his creative 
sense of design and structure and to give him a background of 
education upon which all his future knowledge and experience 
may be built. 

It would also be interesting to know how the testimonies of 
study fall into line with the recommendations of the Education 
Committee of the Architectural Science Group.

EXTENSION OF TIME UNDER BUILDING CONTRACTS 

The rights of building owners and contractors under building 
contracts may be seriously prejudiced unless the architect keeps 
in mind the technical points which must be observed by him 
in the performance of his duties under the contract. 

By a recent judgment of the High Court arising out of an 
arbitration, where the architect had failed to extend the time 
for completion of a contract until some considerable time after 
the completion date named in the contract, the contractor was 
relieved of any liability to make good admitted defects, and the 
building owner was debarred from claiming before the arbitrator 
damages for the admitted delay in the completion of the work. 

Architects must therefore take particular care to extend the 
time for completion immediately after the event which has 
caused the delay for which the contractor is entitled to an 
extension. Unless this is done the time for completion may 
(so long as the judgment above referred to remains unchallenged 
become at large, in which case the building owner will apparently 
lose the right to deduct damages for delay from any moneys 
otherwise due to the contractor, and if the contractor determines 
the contract owing to non-payment of a certificate which the 
building owner does not pay because he sets off damages which 
he thinks he is entitled to do under the contract, other rights 
may be lost to the building owner. 

If there has been delay in respect of which the contractor is 
entitled to an extension, he should be immediately informed of 
the length of the extension in order that he may at once know 
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the deferred date of completion. This affords the contractor 
the opportunity of having the extension reviewed by an arbitrator 
should he so desire. The building owner may also wish to have 
an arbitrator’s decision as to the length of the extension, and he 
must have the opportunity of a similar appeal. 

Under the R.I.B.A. Form of Contract, before the building 
owner can become entitled to deduct damages for delay the 
architect must certify that the work ought reasonably to have 
been completed by either the contract date or by an extended 
date (extended as above noted at the proper time), and the 
absence of this certificate is a bar to any deduction of damages 
from moneys otherwise due to the contractor. 

It is therefore vital that architects should always keep in 
mind their duties under the contract and the time when those 
duties should be performed, as unless they do, injustice may result 
to the parties through no fault of their own.
